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glass over a broken area of the window. 

2. A method of repairing a window as 
claimed in Claim 1 in which the sheet is of 
a thickness in the range of from 4 to 8 mm. 

3. A method of repairing a window as 
claimed in Claims 1 or 2 in which the ad- 
hesive is based on a silicone, epoxy resin 
or polysulphide. 

4. A method of repairing a window as 
claimed in any of the preceding claims in 
which the adhesive is transparent 

5. A method of repairing a window as 



claimed in any of the preceding claims in 
which the adhesive is a silicone silicate. 

6. A method of repairing a window as 
claimed in any of the preceding claims in 
which the sheet is 6 mm. thick. 

7. A method of repairing a window as 
herein described with reference to and as 
illustrated by the accompanying drawings. 
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
